IRPECTIOUS  DESSASES:  — 

Pour  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  of  which  one  (  aged  75  ) 
v/as  fatal.  One  case  notified  as  Paratyphoid  B  was  found  eventually 
to  be  suffering  from  B  Aertrycke  infection.  Two  cases  of  erysipelas 
were  notified.  One  case  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occured; 
a  boy  of  eight  years  old.  The  efficiency  of  notification  of  Tuberculosis 
appears  to  be  complete.

Meat  and  Food  Inspection . 

All  the  Meat  for  coxisumption  in  Saxniundhai;!  is  supplied 
from  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughterhouse  and  during  the  year  all_ 
the  animals  slaughtered  therein  were  inspected  by  me.  This  entailed 
the  makingof  5^7  visits  during  the  year  aid  in  the  year  6  tons 
17  cwts  5  qrs  17  lbs  of  unsound  meat  or  diseased  meat  was  found 
and  condemned  at  this  Slaughterhouse. 

In  addition,  by  19  visits  to  various  shops  in  the 
district  the  following  qu^antities  of  food  were  found  to  be  unsound 
and  condemnation  notes  issued.
